for tha prospect of protection for thé mselves 
and their children. Many are from midwives, 
matrons of children’s hospitels, trained nurses, 
doctors, and doctors’ wives, dentists, Com- 
mandants of V.A.D. hospitals, canteen workers 
in France and at home, employers of labour, 
women patrols, special constables, poor law 
guardians, town councillors, police court mis- 
sionaries, schoo;masters and teachers, cleryy- 
men and clergymén'’s wives, rescue and other 
social workers too numerous to mention. Many 
are from soldiers and sailors, both officers and 
men, and some from personal sufferers. 

‘Some give details of terrible cases of illness 
which might have been prevented by warning, 
knowledge and treatment. Some tell us of 
cases of infection now going about, of ' walking 
plagues’ let loose on the streets, of known 
cases of ‘nfection against which no precautions 
aro taken, of men who have infected large 
numbers of women, of girls, known to be 
infectious, serving in places such as dairies. 
These things cannot be altered without com- 
pulsory treatment. All but about 20 of the 
letters ask for notification and compulsory 
treatment. 

‘We view with admiration the splendid work 
which the National Council is doing, with the 
help of the Government, in providing free treat- 
ment; and we most strongly urge the roforms 
they call for, the abolition of quack treatment, 
the alteration of the law of libel. 

“Other nations have found it necessary to 
go further. The laws of Denmark require noti- 
fication and treatment for all infected persons. 
They may be notified as cases, not oy name, 
as long as the patient keeps to the treatment. 
In Dewmatk quack treatment is practically 
abolished. The Commonwealth Commission on 
V.D. ..,commends substantively the same 
measures as Denmark. In some States of 
America the law is the same. In Norway wil- 
ful infection is punished by heavy penalties. 

“We realise that compulsory notification and 
treatment would be useless without the provision 
of free treatment and the prevention of treat- 
ment by unauthorised persons; but it has 
never been found possible to ee the com- 
munity from the ravages of infectious and 
contagious diseases by educative means alone, 
compulsion has always been necessary, and haa 
proved the best education. 

“Finally, we urge that the first duty of the 
State is to uninfected persons. Some medical 
reports lately issued prove the imminence of 
the growing peril. We must act, and act now, 
if the future of the country and of the race is 
to be safeguarded.”

The State and Irish ba eee pee

On the first day of next year the Govern- 
ment will assume control of all the Irish 
railways. The change became inevitable 
when the Government took over the rail- 
ways of Great Britain at the outbreak of 
war. It then guaranteed a substantial 
war bonus to the English railway servants. 
Naturally the Irish railwaymen demanded 
a war bonus, and, in fact, received it, 
in varying amounts, as an act of grace by 
the companies. The arrangement obviously 
was unfair to this country. In the first 
place, the bonus came out of the pockets 
of. the companies’ shareholders.. In the 
next place, even the most prosperous of 
these companies were unable to rival the 
Government's generosity in England, with 
the result that much discontent prevailed 
among the Irish railwaymen. The Govern- 
ment cannot escape blame for its tardiness 
in dealing with this anomalous situafion. 
Instead of forestalling trouble it waited 
for trouble, and to-day it invites the 
criticism that it has yielded to threats. 
The Board of Trade seems to 
have interfered only a few hours before 
the time which had been fixed for the 
strike on the Great Southern and Western 
line It conferred with the Irish 
managers on Saturday, and told them the 
Government's decision. The news was 
conveyed to the men’s representatives, 
who at once “called off” the strike. Thus 
a military misfortune and a calamity to 
Irish trade have been averted. The 
new arrangement means, in the frst 
place, that all Irish railwaymen, includ- 
ing, probably, clerks whose incomes are 
less than a certain sum, will receive a war 
bonus at the expense of the Imperial tax- 
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The Greek Government has accepted the 
terms dictated in the Allies’ wtimatum. 
The Kaiser's armies in Rumania may seem | 
to King Censtantine to be near and power- 
ful, but there is, nearer to Greece, a 
force which can make an immediate and 
still móre powerful impression upon the 
inhabitants—the Allies’ blockading vessels. 
Last week Greece was reminded sternly 
of the existence of that force, and the 
blockade appears to have helped her 
Government to decide rapidly what answer 
it should give to the Allies’ demands. 
“The blockade of the Greek coasts,” the 
ultimatum stated, “will be maintained 
until the Greek Government has made full 
reparation for the recent unprovoked 
attacks of the Greek forces against the 
Allied troops in Athens, and until suffi- 
cient guarantees for the future have been 
given.” One of the best guarantees that 
we could have was specifically required by 
the Allied Note. We demanded the re- 
moval of a large proportion of the Greek 
Army and its war material from Thessaly, 
where, im the present tempér of King 
Constantine and his military supporters, it 
is a menace to the security of the Allied 
forces based on Salonika. These troops 
and material must be removed to the 
Peloponnesus. Once there, any significant 
movement in force towards the north can 
be detected immediately, and also, pro- 
bably, hindered effectually by the Allied 
Fleets. We required the removal from 
Thessaly to be begun within twenty-four | ;

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IRISH RAILWAYS. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S 
DECISION, =| 
Fh 402— \ 
GREAT SOUTHERN STRIKE 
AVERTED. 


The threatened strike of engine drivers and 
firemen employed by the Great Southern and 
Western Railway pany has happily been 
averted by the decision of the Government 
to take oger contro) of all the Irish railway 
companies, We understand that the State will 
enter into possession of the Irish railways on 
the Ist January, 1917. 

The following communiqué has been issued in 
connection with the matter :— 

The Government having decided to take pos- 
session of the Irish railways, under the Ke- 
gulation of the Forces Act, 1871, the Great 
Southern and Western Company's locomo- 
tive men, who had given in their notices, 
have withdrawn them, and will continue to 
work es usual. Deputations of the com-~ 

anies and the men will be received by the 
d of Trade early next week. 

The adoption of State contro! in Ireland is 
viewed with general favour. It is felt, how- 
ever, that the Government's decision should - 
have been taken before a situation such as 
that in regard to the Great Southern and 
Western Company's men was allowed to de- 
velop. The men, without the sanction of the 
National Union of Railwaymen, handed in 
notices of their intention to strike, and the 
company were unable to meet their demands 
for an inereased war bonus. It was only at 
the eleventh hour that the Government's de- 
cision was conveyed to the company and the 
men, and a grave situation averted. 


IRISH MANAGERS’ VIEWS. 

The opinion of Irish railway managers in re- 
gard to State contro] was stated yesterday by a 
prominent official, who expressed the belief that 
it would be of great advantage to the country 
generally. The Lrish companies would. be 
managed exactly as those in Great Britain, 
where an Executive Committee carried out con- 
trol. It consisted of the managers of the 
Various companies, with the President of the 
Board of Trade as Chairman, The Committee 
had the assistance of a small representative 
committee of accountants. The receipts were 
pooled. and profits were divided on the basis 
of those made in the year 1913. Each company 
gets what that basis entitled it to, and they 
were thus enabled to carry out their obliga- 
tions. Any surplus over the basic year went to 
the Government, The advantage of State con- 
trol, he explained, was that great economies 
were effected, and the elements of opposition 
and competition were etminated. aggons 
were interchanged, so that a great deal of 
empty haulage was obviated. There would also 
be a big saving in account keeping. —' There is 
no reason,” he said, “why the system as 
worked across the Channel should not be ap- 
plied here, as it will be to the interest of each 
company to work the others’ traffic. There is 
no advantage in being jealous now, because 
their interests are common. It will be of great 
service to the men, becasue all grades will get 
an increased war bonus. In England it apples 
to clerks, male and female, with a salary of 
under £200 a year. It will have one vnportant 
advantage—it will stop all strikes, and promote 
harmonious relations between all partics in the 
railway world. Moreover, it will give Irish pro- 
ducers increased opportunities in the English 
markets, as State control will infuse them with 
greater confidence, and more economical work- 
ing will tend to chapen rates.” As regards the 
question of Irish produce, he was hopeful that 

rodncers would follow the example of the 

anes, who, availing themselves of the Franco- 

German war, captu the English markets. 
Had the threatened strike taken place there 
would have been vast confusion involving a 
heavy loss to the country. The trouble, he 
thought, would have «quickly spread to other 
sections of labour, and one could not tell where 
it would have ended. The country had, 
fortunately, been saved from such a calamity, 
and had new got the advantage of State con- 
trol. 

THE NEGOTIATIONS FOR SETTLEMENT. 

The announcement of the Government's de- 
cision, which was made on Saturday evening, 
not long, in fact, before the men's notices wer 
due to expire, came as a great relief to all con- 
cerned. The prospect of having a large volume 
of traflie Wed up for Christmas week was very 
disquieting, but after a crowded day of con- 
ferences and negotiations that prospect was dis- 
sipated with dramatic suddenness. The men, 
on being apprised of the Goyernmen t's inten: a 
tion, immediately withdrew their strike notices, 
and passenger and goods trafilc pfooeeded as i 
a strike had never been contemplated. —

Sir William Byrne, Under- 
secretary, and Mr. Marwood were also present, 
rnd explained the intentions of the Government 
in regard to State control. At the conclusion 
«i the conference the representatives of the 
men were summoned to Kingsbridge, whero 
they saw Mr. Crawford and Mr. Watson, and 
were banded the following letter on behalf of 
he directors :— 
ie I beg to, inform you that the. Government 
snow all that has taken place and what, has 
been offered, and are prepared to hear and 
ensider the men’s claims on condition that 
they withdraw their notices and commente 
work immediately.” 

The representatives of the men agreed to 
the terms of the letter, the notices were with- 
orawn, and steps were at once taken to notify 
the drivers and firemen in the country to 
continue work as usual. 

Later in the evening the official announce- 
ment was made conveying the Government's 
decision to take over the Irish railways and 
to receive deputations, through the Board of 
Trade, from. the companies and men early dur- 
ing the week. R | . 


SCENES AT KINGSBRIDGE.

‘In the past the nearest 
approach the spokesmen of Ulster have made 
to Home Rule Was that Ulster would remain 
outside the Home Rule Parliament until (if 
ever) she wanted to come in. The new ‘idea is, 
briefly, that Ulster should come in until she 
wants to go out. In other words, that in a 
Home Rule Parliament for all Ireland, with a 
scheme of proportional refresentation, in order 
that Protestant minorities are represented, 
Ulster should be included for a period of, say, 
three years, and at the end of that period she 
should reconsider the matter if necessary. Be- 
cause the problem of man-power is so pressing, 
the next few days are bound to give an indica- 
tion whether or not anything sv wonderful is 
likely to happen. . 


AN APPEAL TO MAJOR 
REDMOND. 


In a lengtby letter in the Morning Post, Mr. 
Ronald M‘Neill, M.P., says—If, as I do not for 
a moment doubt, Major Redmond sincerely de- 
sires that the comradeship of war should lead 
to agreement at home, he should use his great 
influence with Nationalists to persuade them 
to make some sacrifice of their own demand. 
In his absence at the front an attempt et 
settlement was made inst summer. ister, 
which had always stood out for uncompromis- 
ing maintenanee of the Act of Union, showed 
its willingness to make a profound sacrifice of 
this principle for patriotic reasons by consent- 
ing to an 
gards for the greater part of Ireland, provided 
that the Nationalists would make a correspond- 
ing sacrifice as regards certain counties in the 
Northern Province. The arrangement broke 
down because the Nationalists insisted on giv- 
ing nothing and taking all. If Major Redmond 
could persuade his friends even now to show 
a more reasonable spirit it. is not impossible 
that the favourable atmosphere which he found 
in the trenches might foster practical proposals 
for reaching a very desirable goal. 


THE PRIME MINISTER. 


' In spite of weather conditions particularly vn- 
favourable to a patient suffering from a cold 
that has affected the voice, Mr. Lloyd George, 
says the Political Correspondent of the Morning 
Post, is making satisfactory progress: He was 
allowed to attend to business on Saturday, and 
confidently expects to be allowed cut to-morrow. 
In the unlikely event of his recovery being de- 
layed, bis declaration of policy to i.e House of 
Commons would be postponed to a later stage 
of the Appropriation Bill. 

Mr. Lioyd George's first statement as Prime 
Minister is awaited with keen interest, says the 
Lobby Correspondent of the Daily News. He 
will, of course, deal, in some degree, with the 
German invitation to peace. It is expected also 
that some of the steps the Government will 
shortly take in strengthening our forces, and 
further, organising the community, will be fore- 
shadowéd. The new Minisiry have yet to deal 
with the Man-Power Committee’s Report, and 
to enunciate their own policy on this. 


THE VERDUN VICTORY. 


The immense haul of prisoners in the Verdun 
battle is of the greatest importance, declare« 
the Military Correspondent of the Daily Tele- 
graph. Numbers are beginning to run short 
in the German camp. There is no longer room 
for the reckless expenditure of human life 
withywhich they were wont to deliver their 
attetks, even so late as last spring, when they 
made their great bid. for Verdun. But the 
wholesale capture also indicates that German 
oops surrender far more easily*than hitherto.

The German fortifica- 
tions in front of the British and French armies 
must first be batgered into pulp by artillery 
fire, and then seized by advancing infantry. 
in spite of every precaution, however, even 
this method will entail heavy losses, and there- 
fore 40 win’ victory once more we must con- 
centrate our forces at the decisive point.

TRAMWAY SERVIC-: 


INTERRUPTED. 

The many changes in the weather during the 
past wedk in the City of Dublin, with alterna- 
tions of frost, fog, and wind—and occasional 
combinations of all three—culminated over the 
week-end in one of the most severe frosts that 
has been experienced for many years past. Fri. 
day and Saturday were cold and _ frosty, 
vehicular traffic being carried on under diff- 
culties in many of the suburban thoroughfares. 
On Saturday morning the dairymen experienced 
considerable difficulty in making their rounds, 
and in some cases people were left without their 
usual morning milk supply. Horses falling on 
the pavement were a fairly common sight in 
the city thoroughfares. It was on Saturday 
night and yesterday morning, however, that the 
frost e exceptionally keen and the streets 

erilous. The story of the day's happenings in 

ublin is one of broken and dislocated limbs 
and cut heads. Shortly efter three o'clock yes- 
terday morning there was a very heavy shower 
of rain and sleet, which continued persistently 
until about six o'clock. The thoroughfares for 
a time were covered with half-frozen slush, but 
a keen frost setting in by seven o'clock the 
roadways and footpaths were covered with a 
glittering mass of ice, upon which it was a 
practical impossibility for. one to maintain a 
secure foothold. 

AN UNPLEASANT EXPERIENCE. 

The people going to the early Services in the 
churches had a very unpleasant experience. The 
morfing was dark, and the reduced lighting of 
the city added greatly to the perils of 

estrianism. Men, women, and children were 
alling in all directions, and some became so 
armed at the uncertainty of their foothold 
that they nervously stood still, and remained 
rooted on one spot, lacking the nerye to take 
a step in any direction. At Great Brunswick 
street Police Station a batch of men turning 
out for early duty walked briskly on to the 
street from the station, but no sooner had they 
reached the footpath than they all fell down in 
a heap, happily with no more serious conse- 
quences than a pretty severe shaking. There- 
after their duty consisted largely in picking up 

le who had fallen on the pavement and in 
to convey those who Were more seri- 
ously injured to the nearest hospital. As the 
morning advanced and the péople turned out 
in greater bers to proceed to the various 
places of ip the chapter of accidents 
greatly increased in volume. 
AMBULANCE CALLED OUT. 

The first ambulance call was received by the 
Fire Brigade at Great Brunswick street at 5 
a.m. from the North Wall. The horsed am- 
balance was promptly turned out—the motor 
embulance, unfortunstely, not being available as 
lú is ai present undtrgoing ropáirs. The ambulance 
experienced great difficulty in getting down to 
the North all. On arrival at the Silloth 
steamer it was found that a man named Edward 
ries neg “ & sh Si had sustained a 
racture oí the leg t h slipping on the 
deck of the boat. “ike pas coveyed to Jervis 
street Hospital, and detained a patient. Shortly 
afterwards a woman, named Ellen Farrell, aged 
70 years, was found lying on the pavement in 
Bowe street with a fractured leg, and was taken 
in the ambulance to the Richmond Hospital, 
and detained. During thé day the Feis. gn 
received about 15 eails, but the condition of 
the streets was such that horses were scarcely 
able to make any progress, and in most in- 
stances persons who were more seriously

VEHICULAR TRAFFIC SUSPENDED. 
All vehicular traffic was suspended throughout 
the day. The jarveys and cabmen abandoned 


their hazards, and adopted many ingenious de- 
vices to get their horses safely to the stables. 
The dairymen were unable to travel over the 
icebound roadways, and during the: day “there 
was a milk famine in some parts of the city 
and suburbs. Fallen horses and spilt milk 
were a common speptacle early in the morning. 
Most of the dairymen abandoned their rounds 
as hopeless after a brief experience. 
instances ~ ious dévices were 
the milk to the customers. One dai 
harnessed his\ horse; and got two of 
ants between the shafts of his milk cart, and by 
this means succee in making a laborious, bet 
successful, round of his customers. The few 
milkmen who did get about were promptly 
unced upon by vigilant arid shivering honse- 
rs, who were peering from their door- 
ways. But there was many a slip 'twixt the 
milk jug and the breakfast table. ® postmen 
were also considerably delayed in making their 
rounds, and the parcels vans of the GPO. were 
held up throughout the day. Several milkmen 
bound ropes of straw-and hay around fheir 
boots, whilst citizens were to be seen with pieces 
of thick rope tied round the sole of the boot. 
Others again put carpet slippers on over their 
boots, and thus were a to get about in some 
measure of safety. One clever policéman, who 


| was on duty in the vicinity of a Roman Catholic 


Church on the Sout side of the city, out up an 
old sack, and tied it over his heavy ‘boots. 
With these unpicturesqne mocassins he was 
able to come to the aid of dozens of people who 
had fallen by the wdy and set them once more 
upon ir perilous path. The attendance at 
the churches cf all denominations was naturally 
adversely affected by the weather. Many 
elderly people who had got only a few paces 
from their doorways when they sustained a fall 
wisely turned back to their homes again rather 
than face the perils of the pavement. Over 100 
teases of cuts and bruises, fractures and 
sprains were treated at the various city hos- 
pitals, whilst the -doctors and chemists were 
kept busy all day long dressing injuries of a 
more or less serious character. 


THE TRAMWAY SERVICE. 

The sheet of ice over the thoroughfares, in 
some places three Mches deep, considerably 
interfered with the starting of the tramway 
services, particularly on the Drumeondra and 
Sandymount routes. Various devices had to be 
resorted to with a view to clearing the ice from 
the tram tracks. The Cleansing Department of 
the Corporation sprinkled salt on the: various 
bridges across the Liffey and on the main 
thoroughfares in the central area of the city. 
Amongst the methods adopted by the Tramway 
Company's employés to free the Yines from their 
wintry grip, one was the linking of two tram- 
cars together, the rear car pushing the front 
one, and thus breaking a bit of the ice and 
making good the track, the proc+as being neces- 
sarily a slow and tedions one. Another experi- 
ment adopted was to break a little bit of ice

Many hundreds of times, during the last two 
years, those tragic little patches have marked 
the face of the waters, and the sun shines as 
indifferently over them as over the tiny grey 
iufis of feathers. on Dartmoor, where the 
hawk has pounced upon his prey. My. present 
concern is chiefly with the small “ open boats,” 
to which the “U ” beat: on some occasions— 
not um this occasion, apparently-—consign 
passengers and crews (men, women, and 
childron) after sinking their ships at sea. 
Certainly, no tale in the long annals of our 
sea adventure is fraught with more pity and 
terror. 

THE HORROR OF A SIMPLE FACT. 

The provision made by international law for 
the satety of passengers and crews of merchant 
ships, beiligerent or neytral, has proved to be 
as ready au instrument of frightfulmess as the 
provision devised to protect sleeping children, 
in open cities, from midnight murder.  Cir- 
cumstances are always found to justify what- 
ever the law-breaker may desire to do. If he 
demres to put men, women, and children into 
open boats, a hundred miles from land, in a 
comparatively calm sea, it is obviously not his 
fault thet—six hours later—a storm should 
rise and trample them under. He has left 
them at all distances from land, some only 2 
few miles and others many scare, in the 
Medterrancan and in the Atlantic. He 
aitacked the Umeta without warning, and one 
of her crowded open boats was left adrift i 
the depth of winter, from the first to the 
fifth of December. One man died of thirst 
and exposure. How many people realise the 
full horror of that simple fact? 

Hitherto, the shipwrecked crew in an open 
boat, out of sight of land, has been the first 
elementary object lesson in pity to the human 
rece. Thousands of British seamen every year 
bave risked their lives to save their brothers, 
and sisters from the slow agonies of that fate. 
In the last two years of grace, under the 
wings of the new civilisation, heralded by a 
thousand perverse forms of new art and new 
thought, it has beeome an act of henevoience 
to inflict this punishment upon thousands of 
iwnocent victims. 

Indeed, the ‘open boat” atrocities, taken 
all together, present as serious a problem to 
the civilised world as the deportations in 
belgium and France. And they are increasing. 

A TYPICAL CASE. 

The tale of the Cottingham is a typical one. 
She was owned in Glasgow, rigged as a fore 
end aft schooner, bujlt of steel at Goole, and 
bound from Rouen to Swansea, On Sunday, 
the 26th Deeember, at four o'clock in the after- 
noon, with a south-west wind blowing and a 
choppy sea, she was about sixteen miles south- 
west of Lundy Island. South Light, and sailing 
ai about eight and a half knots. Without any 
warning, a shell passed directly over the 
vessel, and the report of a gun was heard. 
Looking astern, the master saw the periscope 
rnd conning towér of a submarine, dead in the 
wake of the ship, about a mile distant. The 
Cottingham kept on her course. A second shell 
went over, and the submarine began to over- 
i@ul the ship very rapidly, coming up on the 
starboard. quarter... .. quel wee new seen 
Gying on the submarine—"“ Abandon ship '— 
end a third shell struck the Cottingham on the 
starboard bow. 

The engines were stopped, and all hands wére 
ealled to the boats, which were prompiiy 
wwered. There were six men in the master’s 
boat, and seven men in that of the chief 
‘ficer. This was about 4.30 p.m. The boats 
{we away clear, while the shelling continued. 

here were ten or twelve shells fired. Dark- 
les was coming on, and the ship was not seen 
te sink. 

The thaster’s boat went away before the 
wind and sea, steering north-east, Signals 
Ly red lights were made to the other beat, . 
“whieh replied to two signals, but did not 
answer the third. The boats lost touch with 
iach Other about six o'clock. The master 
eesurned, however, that the other boat was 
fillowing the same course, and steered for 
Lundy Ifand. Lights were seen a few hours 
later, amú signals were again made by red 
fares. The patrol beat Soar loomed up out of 
the dark, amd the crew of the master’s boat 
were taken xboard at 10.30 p.m. 

The Soar then cruised round, searching the 
pitchy seas Var and wide, bus nething was 
seen of the Sher boat, with the seven missing 
men. 

The end of\his brief summary of a thou- 
rand cases is td best, perhaps, in a telegram 
iom St. Davids, and even the telegram sug- 
gests a second tagedy :— 

“ Lifeboat natted Cottingham, of Glasgow, 
washed ashore aí Portliskey. bottom wp: 
hroke to pieces on rocks; also lifebuey marked 
es. Ministre Anver.” 

A CHASE OF FIRE. 

The case of the Digmed would be pretty good 
evidence for the plsecution in that remote 
court of internation@] Jaw (st which most of 
us agree to scoff, andithereby lend immeasur- 
able support to the téis of Germany).

THE GREATER SEA ROMANCES. 

Few of us at home realise the intensity of 
this ocean drama, in which out merchant sea- 
men, night and day, are risking their lives to 
keep our sea-roads open. A few lines of cold 
print can tell us very little by way of epitaph, 
and their hair-breadth escapes are—in the 
nature of things—hardly noted at all. Only 
by exploring incidental matters that are not 
ineluded in the published reports does one 
begm to realise that there are sea romances 
in the world: around us surpassing ' anything 
that Hakiuyt or Richard Eden ever knew. 
The tale of the unarmed Anglo-Californian, for 
instance, was illuminated for me by the ex- 
loration of a record of her wireloss messages. 
se, in themselves, tell a tale which, in the 


4 days vefore the war, we should have dismissed 


as beyond the wildest dreams of melodrama. 

The Anglo-Califorman was homeward bound 
from Montreal to Avonmouth, with a cargo of 
927 horses, She was chased and shelled by a 
cubmarine. She sent out wireless calls, and 
was answered by a man-of-war beyond tho 
horizon, 

The firing grew so hot that, when the sub- 
marine signalled “ Abandon ship,” the captain 
decided to obey. He stopped the engines, and 
two boats were lowered. One was fired on, 
and both capsized. : i 

A wireless message was then received telling 
the captain to hold on as long as possible, 
and he doeided to go ov again. He had some 
difficulty in persuading the fremen /o go down 
below, but he was probably helped by the 
wav in which the submarine had treated their 
“places of safety.”’ As soon as the ship went 
on the submarine opened fire on the bridge 
and boats. The captain and eight hands were 
killed, seven hands were badly wounded, and 
twenty horses were killed. 

I shall not attempt to paint that picture— 
ihe smoke, the confusion, the changes of com- 
mand, the concussions, the neighings of the 
horses, the pounding of the engines. But, 
with all that as a background, and the single 
statement that the wireless operator was in an 
exposed position just abaft the bridge and re- 
mained at his post throughout, let the reader 
study for himself the amezing melodrama of 
this wireless conversation between the Anglo- 
Californian abd the invisible man-of-war rush- 
ing up beyend the sky-line.
